Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropnate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

US/5,768,163 to Smith, II, (Smith). 

Regardmg claim 1, Smith disclosed (Fig. 3), a personal computer comprising: a base unit 
(10); an input part (keyboard and trackball) arranged on the base unit, the input part having an 
operational face (atop side of the keyboard); a display unit (16) having a display face (a front 
side of the display), the display unit being operatively mterconnected to the base unit m a state 
that the display face forms an angle less than 180° with the operational face when the personal 
computer is m use; and a chamber capable of accepting an external device (13) enhancing a 
function of the personal computer, the chamber being arranged m the display unit (16). 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, Smith disclosed that said display unit (16) is capable of closing 
the display face and the operation face when the personal computer is not in use, (Fig. 6). 
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Regarding claims 4 and 5. Sm.th disclosed that sa.d display unit (16) is hinged and 
ngidlyjomed to the base unit(10)in the state that the displayface forms the anglelessth^ 

with the operational face, (Fig. 3). 

Regarding claim 6. Smhh disclosed to the chamber opens a. .ops,de of .he dUplay unit, 

(Fig. 3). 

Regarding claim 7, Smith disclosed that chamber opens at a laterd side of the display 

unit, (Fig. 6). 

Regarding claim 9, Smith disclosed a keyboard and a trackbaU, (Fig. 3). 
Regarding claim 10, Smith disclosed that the chamber and the external device confirm 
the PCMCIA standard, (Fig. 12; column 5, lines 35+). 

Regarding claim 11, Smith disclosed a camera (13), 

Regarding claim 12, Smith disclosed a wireless communication device (element 45, Fig. 



9).
